BEIRUT,  Lebanon  (AP)  —  Two 
laxi  drivers  said  they  saw  missing 
postage  negotiator  Terry  Waite  walk- 
in  a  southern  Beirut  suburb 
[Thursday  with  an  escort  of  about  10 
unmen  and  four  turbaned  Shiite 
vloslem  sheiks. 

Waite,  the  6-foot-7  Anglican 
[lurch  envoy,  was  last  seen  by  re- 
orters  Jan.  20  when  he  left  the  Riv¬ 
iera  Hotel  in  west  Beirut  to  meet  the 
kidnappers  of  two  Americans.  Since 
Ihen,  Waite  has  not  contacted  the 
|hurch  or  his  family. 

The  taxi  drivers,  who  spoke  on  con¬ 
dition  of  anonymity,  told  The  Associ- 
Ited  Press  they  saw  Waite  walking 
Lth  his  escorts  in  a  street  close  to  the 
Lebanese  capital’s  airport  highway  at 
|bout3p.m.  Thursday. 

“I  saw  him  smiling  and  waving  his 
jiand  to  onlookers  as  he  walked.  He 
We  a  gray  raincoat,”  said  one  wit¬ 
less.  “I  stopped  my  taxicab  to  watch, 
lut  the  escorts  waved  me  away, 
Ihouting:  ‘Don’t  stop.  Drive  on.’  I 

lid.” 

Waite  wore  a  raincoat  when  he  was 
|ast  seen  by  reporters. 

Another  taxi  driver  said  he  saw 
faite  at  the  same  time  in  the  same 
procession,  smiling  and  waving  his 
light  arm  to  onlookers  on  the  left  side 
Ifthe  street. 

Both  drivers  work  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  of  the  Riviera  Hotel,  where 
ffaite  stayed  between  his  arrival  in 
Lebanon  on  Jan.  12  and  the  time  he 
propped  from  sight  Jan.  20. 

Waite  came  to  Beirut  to  try  to  win 
|M  freedom  of  foreign  hostages.  A 
lotal  of  26  foreigners,  including  eight 
lpericans,  and  presumed  kidnapped 
jit  Lebanon.  Many  are  believed  held 
|y  Shiite  Moslem  captors. 

The  taxi  drivers  said  before  Waite’s 
liskppearance,  they  had  frequently 
|wn  him  walking  on  the  beach  or 
veling  in  a  motorcade. 


“I  haven’t  the  slightest  doubt  about 
his  identity.  I  know  him  and  I  saw  him 
this  afternoon,”  one  driver  said. 

There  have  been  a  spate  of  conflict¬ 
ing  reports  about  Waite. 

In  West  Germany,  the  mass-circu¬ 
lation  newspaper  Bild  quoted  uniden¬ 
tified  “Beirut  security  circles”  as  say¬ 
ing  Waite  was  shot  and  critically 
wounded  after  he  tried  to  escape  from 
captivity  in  Lebanon.  The  newspa¬ 
per,  in  a  report  prepared  for  its  Fri¬ 
day  editions,  did  not  say  when  the 
alleged  shooting  occurred  or  provide 
other  details. 

Shiite  and  Druse  militia  officials  in 
Beirut  scoffed  at  the  newspaper  re¬ 
port. 

“It’s  absolute  fantasy,”  said  one 
militia  official,  who  also  spoke  on  con¬ 
dition  of  anonymity. 

Also  Thursday,  police  and  military 
officials  in  Beirut  renewed  their  de¬ 
nial  of  any  U.S.  military  action  any¬ 
where  in  Lebanon,  following  rumors 
U.S.  Marines  were  landing  to  attack 
Shiite  guerrillas. 

“We  have  had  no  report  of  any  such 
attack  anywhere  in  Lebanon,  yet,”  a 
police  official  said.  He  spoke  on  condi¬ 
tion  of  anonymity. 

The  rumors  were  sparked  by  the 
presence  of  a  flotilla  of  U.S.  warships 
off  Lebanon.  Some  Lebanese  politi¬ 
cians  and  news  media  said  the  war¬ 
ships  were  ordered  into  the  area  to 
put  pressure  on  groups  holding  for¬ 
eign  hostages.  Two  of  those  groups 
have  threatened  to  kill  their  captives 
in  response'  to  an  attack. 

In  Washington,  sources  speaking 
on  condition  of  anonymity  said  no  at¬ 
tack  on  Lebanon  is  planned. 

The  Reagan  administration  an¬ 
nounced  the  aircraft  carrier  USS 
Kennedy  would  begin  a  port  call  in 
Israel  on  Friday  and  that  four  of  the 
Kennedy’s  escort  warships  had  been 
ordered  to  sail  for  home. 


Provo  will  get  needed  water

Provo  City  has  been  guaranteed 
all  the  water  it  will  ever  need. 

An  agreement  with  the  Central 
Utah  Water  Conservancy  District 
(CUWCD)  was  reached  this  week, 
after  over  five  years  of  negotiations. 

“I  believe  this  agreement  is  a  win- 
win  situation  all  the  way  around,” 
said  Provo  Mayor  Joseph  Jenkins  at 
an  emergency  session  of  the  City 
Council  Thursday  evening. 

Jenkins  said  intensive  negotia¬ 
tions  between  Provo  Metropolitan 
Water  District,  CUWCD,  and  the 
Department  of  the  Interior’s  Bureau 
of  Reclamation  have  been  going  on 
for  the  past  ten  months.  For  the  past 
two  months  they  have  been  meeting 
weekly  in  Salt  Lake. 

“Nobody  thought  we’d  ever  come 
to  an  agreement.  It’s  really  great  to 
be  able  to,”  said  Jenkins. 

Jackson  Merrill,  attorney  for 
Provo  City  and  the  Provo  Metropoli¬ 
tan  Water  District,  said  the  agree¬ 
ment  provides  Provo  City  with  8,000 
acre  feet  of  water  storage  at  Deer 
Creek  Dam,  and  10,000  at  the  Jor- 
danelle  Dam,  which  is  to  be  built 
above  Heber  City. 

“The  Jordanelle  Dam  will  hold 
320,000  acre  feet  of  water,”  Merrill 
said.  “We  will  not  have  any  of  the 
cost  of  building  the  dam,  and  will 
only  have  to  pay  1/32  of  the  cost  of 
maintaining  it. 

“It  would  have  cost  Provo  $50  mil¬ 
lion  to  build  a  dam  that  would  hold 
10,000  acre  feet  of  water,  so  that  is  a 
direct  savings  to  the  city,”  said  Mer¬ 
rill. 

“We  also  save  $250,000  in  attorney 
fees  because  all  our  lawsuits  are 
dropped  with  this  agreement.”  Mer¬ 
rill  went  on  to  say  Provo  City  has  the 
right  to  use  our  water  storage  for 
rental,  sale,  lease,  or  any  other  pur¬ 
pose  we  deem  necessary. 

Jenkins  said  the  city  will  also  save 
$40  million  over  the  next  30  years 
because  we  won’t  be  charged  for 
storing  our  water. 

“I  think  it’s  very  significant  that 
our  unused  water  can  be  carried  over 
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from  one  year  to  the  next,”  said  Mer¬ 
rill.  “Also,  the  CUWCD  agreed 
never  to  make  a  future  claim  against 
Provo’s  water. 

According  to  the  Bureau  of  Recla¬ 
mation,  Jordanelle  Dam  will  be  298 


feet  high.  Its  compacted  volume  will 
be  14,504,000  cubic  yards.  Its  sur¬ 
face  area  will  be  3,141  acres. 

Two  small  towns,  Keatly  and  Hall- 
stone,  will  be  under  water  according 
to  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation  map 


showing  the  proposed  Jordanelle 
Dam. 

“The  agreement  will  go  to  the 
CUWCD  for  ratification  Friday 
morning,  and  then  to  the  Bureau  of 
Reclamation,”  said  Merrill.

“It  wouldn’t  be  bad  if  they  weren’t  watch-dogs,” 
said  Tauna  Barton,  a  senior  from  Ogden  majoring 
in  design.  “The  bishop  is  there  if  there  are  any 
problems.  I  don’t  think  that  RAs  are  necessary.” 
said  Barton. 

Jennifer  DeMayo,  a  junior  from  Monrovia,  Calif., 
majoring  in  geographic  planning  said,  “We  already 
have  to  get  interviews  from  our  bishops  every  year, 
and  now  we  are  even  going  to  be  watched.” 

DeMayo  said  the  university  should  focus  on  en¬ 


couraging  rather  than  enforcing.  “BYU  already 
has  the  reputation  of  being  strict,  now  it  will  ap¬ 
pear  as  a  prison  and  it’s  really  not  that  way  at  all,” 
said  DeMayo. 

“It’s  kind  of  like  baby-sitting,”  said  Julie  Ja- 
mentz,  a  senior  from  Los  Angeles,  Calif,  majoring 
in  human  resource  and  development,  “I  won’t  be 
affected  by  this  because  I’m  a  senior,  but  if  I  was 
living  here  next  year  it  would  bother  me.” 

D.J.  Calderwood,  a  senior  from  Idaho  Falls, 
Idaho,  majoring  in  design,  said  “I  can  see  the  ad¬ 
vantages  of  it.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Demo¬ 
cratic  Congressman  Wayne  Owens 
says  he  has  requested  congressional 
hearings  on  the  impact  of  under¬ 
ground  nuclear  tests  on  Utah’s  envi¬ 
ronment. 

Speaking  to  an  anti-nuclear  rally  at 
the  Utah  Capitol  Thursday,  Owens 
said  he  has  asked  House  leaders  to 
schedule  the  hearings  in  Utah  some¬ 
time  before  summer. 

Also  addressing  the  rally  was  Sen. 
Gary  Hart,  D-Colo.  Hart  sought 
Democratic  presidential  nomination 
in  1984  and  is  considered  a  probable 
contender  in  1988. 

Some  200  people  attended  the  rally 
to  protest  an  underground  nuclear  ex¬ 
plosion  at  the  Nevada  Test  Site,  north 


of  Las  Vegas,  on  Tuesday.  It  was  the 
first  test  of  1987,  and  may  prompt  the 
Soviet  Union  to  end  its  year-long 
moratorium  on  underground  tests. 

Another  200  Utahns  participated  in 
a  protest  at  the  test  site,  and  22  were 
arrested,  according  to  rally  organiz¬ 
ers.  The  Capitol  gathering  was  spon¬ 
sored  by  several  anti-nuclear  organi¬ 
zations,  including  the  Downwinders, 
American  Peace  Test  and  the  Sierra 
Club. 

Soviet  leaders  had  said  they  would 
resume  testing  with  the  first  U.S. 
test  in  1987. 

Owens  said  the  hearings  would  be 
held  under  the  auspices  of  either  the 
House  Energy  and  Commerce  Com- 
mitttee  or  the  Interior  Committee.

“We  believe  the  best  way  to  be 
humble  is  without  clothes,”  Cosmos 
said.  “You  should  only  wear  clothes 
because  of  the  weather.” 

Cosmos  said  that  people  should’t 
be  ashamed  of  their  bodies  because 
“nudity  is  a  piece  of  art.” 

“If  god  wanted  us  to  have  clothes, 
he  would  have  told  us  to,”  he  said.  “I 
hope  one  day  that  temple  (Provo) 
will  be  transformed  into  a  temple  of 
nudity  for  the  Greek  gods.” 

Cosmos  said  if  more  people  fol¬ 
lowed  his  beliefs  there  would  be  less 
crimes  and  sexual  pornography.

Former  'Y'  surgeon  faces  charges 

Sports  doctor  denies  illegally  prescribing  drugs  to  players

The  former  orthopedic  surgeon  for 
the  BYU  football  team,  Dr.  Brent  M. 
Pratley,  denies  having  illegally  pre¬ 
scribed  drugs  to  players  and  an  assis¬ 
tant  coach,  and  will  fight  an  effort  to 
have  his  license  to  practice  medicine 
revoked,  said  his  attorney. 

A  petition  filed  by  the  Utah  Divi¬ 
sion  of  Occupational  and  Professional 
Licensing  (UDOPL)  also  asks  that 
Pratley’s  authority  to  prescribe  drugs 
be  lifted.  It  alleges  that  between 
1980-86,  Pratley  illegally  prescribed 
drugs  to  seven  members  of  the  foot¬ 
ball  squad,  an  athlete’s  wife  and 
Roger  French,  BYU’s  offensive  line 
coach. 

According  to  Dr.  David  Robinson 
of  UDOPL,  the  division  was  informed 
about  the  potential  of  a  drug  prescrip¬ 
tion  problem  through  the  media  last 


December. 

UDOPL  immediately  assigned  an 
investigation  team  to  look  into  the  sit¬ 
uation.  The  information  discovered 
by  the  investigation  team  was  used  as 
a  foundation  to  file  the  petition 
against  Pratley. 

Lynn  Harris,  Pratley’s  Provo  at¬ 
torney,  said  Thursday  that  the  allega¬ 
tions  were  “outlandish.”  The  lawyer 
said  he  would  investigate  the  charges 
before  deciding  his  course  of  action, 
but  anticipated  challenging  the  peti¬ 
tion. 

“We  will  absolutely  oppose  them, 
and  we  deny  them,”  said  Harris. 

He  said  Pratley,  who  did  not  return 
phone  calls  to  his  office,  would  have 
two  avenues  to  fight  the  petition. 
First,  Harris  could  work  through  the 
Utah  Attorney  General’s  Office  to  ne¬ 
gotiate  a  settlement,  or  he  could 
choose  a  hearing  before  the  Physi¬ 
cians  Licensure  Board.

Don't  tolerate  sin ,  leader  says

We  can  make  a  difference,  was  the  message  of  Elder 
Vaughn  J.  Featherstone,  a  member  of  the  First  Quorum 
of  Seventy,  to  a  gathering  of  the  third  annual  Family 
Violence  Conference,  Thursday  night. 

Elder  F eatherstone  spoke  as  the  keynote  speaker  to  the 
conference,  in  the  Conference  Center  auditorium.  He  en¬ 
couraged  the  group  to  be  the  “golden  rope”  to  lift  the 
community  a  little  higher. 

“F  or  the  love  of  God,  how  dare  we  tolerate  such  things,” 
said  Elder  Featherstone,  referring  to  rape,  incest,  spouse 
abuse,  and  other  such  transgressions.  “We  cannot  toler¬ 
ate  them.” 

He  went  on  to  say  these  sexual  perversions  are  unac¬ 
ceptable  conduct  in  the  community  and  in  the  Church. 

People  often  think  they  are  being  kind  when  they  look 
lightly  at  such  problems,  or  avoid  confronting  the  issues 
and  dealing  with  their  reality,  he  said.  Just  the  opposite  is 
true.  If  we  love  them,  we  will  deal  with  the  problems 
strictly  and  candidly,  he  explained. 


“We  must  be  direct.  We  must  reach  in  and  be  firm  with 
the  abused  as  well  as  the  transgressor.” 

He  also  encouraged  tenderness  and  understanding 
when  dealing  with  those  who  have  suffered  sexual  abuse, 
relating  many  experiences  and  stories  from  those  he  has 
counseled. 

“There  is  no  chastity  or  virtue  lost  with  rape,  or  other 
sexual  abuse,”  said  Elder  Featherstone.  “They  may  be 
violated,  but  they  are  just  as  virtuous  as  before.  Some¬ 
how  they  need  to  understand  that.” 

“There  is  no  greater  support  system  than  the  family 
when  it’s  working  right,”  said  Elder  Featherstone.  “The 
family  can  be  heaven  or  it  can  be  hell.  There  is  far  too 
much  of  the  wrong  end.”  He  suggested  that  the  family 
should  be  a  haven  from  the  world  with  faithful  spouses. 

Quoting  Elder  Neal  A.  Maxwell  of  the  Council  of 
Twelve,  he  said, “Burnout  comes  from  staring  into  the 
abyss  of  abnormality  too  long.” 

“We  need  to  get  the  word  out  that  there  are  a  lot  of  , 
great  marriages  with  great  love  affairs,”  he  said.  He 
emphasized  that  the  norm  in  marriage  is  still  to  be  faithful  j 
and  pure. 
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LA  serial  killer  committed  suicide

LOS  ANGELES  (AP)  —  The  serial  killer  of  10  drifters  and  loners  in  and 
around  Skid  Row  committed  suicide  one  day  after  the  last  attack  in  October, 
Police  Chief  Daryl  Gates  said  Thursday. 

Gates,  at  a  crowded  afternoon  news  conference,  said  detectives  investigat¬ 
ing  the  slayings  which  began  Sept.  4  concluded  through  ballistics  tests  and 
other  evidence  that  Marcus  Nisby,  also  known  as  Michael  Player,  26,  shot  all 
10  victims. 

Gates  said  the  pistol  which  Nisby  used  to  shoot  himself  was  linked  to  some  of 
the  slayings,  and  a  search-warrant  investigation  of  his  apartment  revealed 
other  information  leading  detectives  to  conclude  that  Nisby  had  committed  all 
10  crimes. 

He  shot  himself  at  the  St.  Regis  Hotel  on  Wilshire  Boulevard  on  Oct.  10. 
Both  police  and  the  coroner  concluded  it  was  a  suicide,  Gates  said. 

“That  closes  this  case,”  Gates  said. 

Nisby’s  name  came  up  because  he  had  been  mentioned  as  a  possible  witness 
in  the  first  slaying,  of  Rodolfo  Roque,  the  first  victim,  who  was  slain  Sept.  4. 

Gates  said  Nisby’s  adult  life  was  mostly  one  of  robbery,  grand  theft,  amd 
murder. 


Iran  affair  shows  need  to  restore  trust 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  chairman  of  the  Senate  Intelligence  Commit¬ 
tee  said  Thursday  the  Iran-Contra  uproar  shows  the  need  to  restore  trust 
between  Congress  and  the  spy  agencies,  while  Reagan  administration  officials 
appealed  to  Congress  to  continue  the  flow  of  U.S.  aid  to  the  Nicaraguan 
rebels. 

Sen.  David  Boren,  D-Okla.,  predicted  there  will  be  some  proposals  to 
tighten  procedures  for  informing  Congress  of  undercover  activities.  He  said 
that  while  he  would  endorse  some  changes  in  that  respect,  “I  think  the  most 
important  thing  is  attitude.  You  have  to  rebuild  trust.” 

The  senator  said  he  expected  relations  between  Congress  and  intelligence 
community  to  improve  following  the  resignation  of  William  J.  Casey  as  CIA 
director.  “Better  chemistry”  exists  between  Congress  and  Robert  M.  Gates, 
the  man  nominated  by  President  Reagan  to  succeed  Casey,  said  Boren. 

Earlier,  Assistant  Secretary  of  State  Elliott  Abrams  told  the  Senate  F or- 
eign  Relations  Committee  that  Nicaragua’s  Contra  rebels  can  achieve  a  politi¬ 
cal  victory  against  the  leftist  Sandinista  government  in  Managua  if  military 
aid  from  the  United  States  continues. 

Abrams’  testimony  came  as  committee  began  weighing  legislation  which 
would  pull  the  plug  on  all  U.S.  aid  to  the  Contras  while  also  blocking  $40 
muqlion  in  assistance  which  still  is  in  the  pipeline. 


Airport  officials  say  reporter  released 


NICOSIA,  Cyprus  (AP)  —  Airport  officials  in  Tehran  said  early  Friday  that 
American  journalist  Gerald  F.  Seib  had  left  the  Iranian  capital  en  route  to 
West  Germany. 

Seib,  a  30-year-old,  Cairo-based  correspondent  for  the  Wall  Street  Journal, 
was  detained  Saturday  during  a  government-sponsored  press  tour  and  ac¬ 
cused  of  spying. 

Iranian  officials,  speaking  on  condition  of  anonymity,  told  The  Associated 
Press  in  telephone  interviews  from  Nicosia  that  Seib  had  left  Tehran. 

Officials  at  the  Tehran  airport  said  he  was  aboard  Lufthansa  airline  Flight 
601  to  Frankfurt.  However,  Tom  Johnson  of  the  U.S.  Consulate  in  Frankfurt 
said  after  the  flight  arrived  early  Friday  that  Seib  was  not  on  board. 

“As  far  as  I  know  he  was  not  on  the  airplane.  Otherwise  I  would  not  be 
standing  here  empty  handed,”  he  said.  He  said  U.S.  officials  had  believed  Seib 
would  be  on  the  plane. 

Other  Iranian  officials  said  they  were  not  certain  which  flight  Seib  was  on. 
They  said  Iran  Air  Flight  721  also  left  Tehran  about  6  a.m.  (9:30  p.m.  Thursday 
EST)  for  Frankfurt,  and  he  may  have  been  on  board.  That  flight  was  due  in 
Frankfurt  at  9:20  a.m.  local  time  (3:20  a.m.

Utah  faces  economic  change 


The  best  way  to  prepare  for 
Utah’s  future  is  to  completely  under¬ 
stand  the  present  and  past,  including 
understanding  the  economic  circum¬ 
stances  which  exist,  Utah  Gov.  Nor¬ 
man  Bangerter  said  Thursday. 

A  recently  completed  state  eco¬ 
nomic  report  will  help  Utah’s  gov¬ 
ernment  and  people  understand 
what  is  happening  and  what  needs  to 
be  done,  said  Bangerter,  speaking  at 
the  Utah  Association  of  Private  In¬ 
dustry  Council’s  conference. 

The  conference  was  held  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  governor’s  annual 
economic  development  conference. 

Bangerter  said  the  economic  con¬ 
ditions  mean  changes  for  Utah.  “I’m 
talking  about  more  efficiency,  reduc¬ 
ing  programs,  raising  revenue  —  a 
lot  of  change.” 

Some  sectors  of  Utah  business  are 
thriving,  while  others  are  having 
problems,  Bangerter  said.  Steel 
manufacturing  is  one  which  is  strug¬ 
gling. 

“We’ve  all  heard  of  the  Geneva  an¬ 
nouncement,  and  it  appears,  for  all 
intents  and  purposes,  that  it  will  no 
longer  be  a  part  of  our  state  econ¬ 
omy,”  he  said. 

Another  change  which  Utah,  as 
well  as  the  rest  of  the  country,  is 
undergoing  is  a  transfer  of  new  jobs 
from  the  manufacturing  areas  to  the 
service  and  information  industries. 

“As  we  talk  of  changing  to  an  in¬ 
formation  society,  I’m  one  who  be¬ 
lieves  we  can’t  abandon  our  manu¬ 
facturing  past,”  Bangerter  said. 

Utah  can’t  survive  without  the  ba¬ 
sic  industry,  which  it  has,  but  has 
erroneously  been  allowed  to  slide. 
Basic  manufacturing  eventually 
needs  to  pick  up,  he  said. 

Robert  Columbo,  a  representative 


from  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor, 
spoke  about  the  outlook  of  jobs  in 
America. 

“The  goal  is  a  completely  literate 
workforce  by  the  end  of  the  cen¬ 
tury,”  said  Columbo. 

This  is  a  major  issue  because  the 
population  entering  the  work  force 
will  be  growing  very  slowly  over  the 
next  few  years.  By  contrast,  new 
jobs  will  be  increasing. 

“If  we  create  as  many  jobs  in  the 
next  15  years  as  we  did  in  the  last  15, 
we’ll  be  out  of  workers  by  the  year 
2000,”  he  said. 

This  phenomenon  can  be  good,  be¬ 
cause  more  women,  minorities  and 
immigrants  will  have  opportunities 
for  jobs.  In  fact,  by  the  year  2000, 
one  out  of  every  5  new  people  in  the 
work  force  will  be  a  minority  youth. 

However,  90  percent  of  the  new 
jobs  will  be  in  the  service  industry, 
while  only  8  percent  will  be  in  manu¬ 
facturing.  This  means  new  workers 
will  need  a  higher  level  of  literacy  to 
get  jobs. 

“The  slower  rate  of  growth  in  the 
labor  force  will  provide  more  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  those  who  have  had  trou¬ 


ble  getting  jobs  before  —  that  is,  if 
they  are  qualified  for  the  jobs,”  he 
said. 

Columbo  said  the  Department  of 
Labor  is  in  the  process  of  proposing  a 
new  plan  to  help  train  and  place 
workers  which  will  replace  all  pro¬ 
grams  currently  being  used. 

It  will  help  with  worker  adjust¬ 
ment  programs,  aid  dislocated  work¬ 
ers  and  training  for  people  who  need 
to  change  jobs. 

Columbo  said  it  will  hopefully 
provide  incentives  to  plant  owners 
and  managers  who  are  planning 
plant  closings  or  major  layoffs  to  tell 
their  workers  prior  to  such  a  change. 

Several  others  spoke  at  the  con¬ 
ference,  including  Garth  Mangum, 
the  director  of  the  Institute  for  Hu¬ 
man  Resource  Management  at  the 
University  of  Utah,  speaking  about 
the  national  economy;  Gunnar  En- 
gen,  regional  commissioner  for  the 
Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics,  who 
spoke  about  the  regional  economy; 
and  R.  Thayne  Robson,  director  of 
the  Bureau  of  Economic  and  Busi¬ 
ness  Research  at  the  U  of  U,  who 
spoke  about  Utah  economy. 


Utah's  jobless  rate  grows 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Un¬ 
employment  in  Utah  jumped  to  6.6 
percent  in  January,  the  highest  job¬ 
less  rate  in  nearly  three  years,  the 
Utah  Department  of  Employment 
Security  says. 

Job  Service  spokesman  Ray  Sar¬ 
gent  said  slow  job  growth  and  con¬ 
tinued  layoffs  combined  to  push  the 
Beehive  State’s  unemployment  rate 
up  two-tenths  of  a  percentage  point 
from  December,  1986. 

Compared  to  January,  1986,  the 
past  month’s  jobless  rate  was  seven- 


tenths  of  a  point  higher,  he  said. 
Further,  Utah’s  unemployment, 
which  traditionally  runs  about  a 
point  below  the  national  average  - 
6.7  percent  in  December  —  is  near  to 
converging  with  it,  Sargent  said. 

About  52,000  Utahns  were  out  of 
work  in  January,  according  to  Sar¬ 
gent. 

Employment  in  the  steel  industry, 
plagued  by  the  economic  woes  of 
USX  Corp.’s  Geneva  Works  in 
Orem,  dropped  46  percent  in  the 
past  year,  he  said.

Soviets  make  attack  on  guerrila  bases 


ISLAMABAD,  Pakistan  (AP)  —  Soviet  tank  columns  wth  thousands  of 
soldiers  attacked  Moslem  guerrila  forts  in  eastern  Afghanistan  on  Thursday 
as  warplanes  and  artillery  blasted  the  outnumbered  insurgents,  sources  in 
Pakistan  said. 

Guerrilla  officials  and  other  sources  reported  a  second  day  of  fierce  fighting 
in  Paktia  province  with  Soviet  and  Afghan  government  forces  driving  on  key 
guerrilla  bases  close  to  the  frontier. 

An  Afghan  air  force  MiG-21  jet  fighter-bomber  was  shot  down  by  guerrilla 
anti-aircraft  defenses  Thursday  and  several  other  planes  appeared  to  have 
been  damaged,  the  officials  said. 


Cooperation  of  Provo  and  Orem  cit¬ 
ies  was  emphasized  by  both  Provo 
and  Orem  City  mayors  at  the  “State 
of  the  Cities  Address”  held  Thursday 
at  a  Chamber  of  Commerce  Lun¬ 
cheon. 

Mayors  Joe  Jenkins  of  Provo  and 
Blaine  Willes  of  Orem  spoke  of  the 
cities’  problems  and  possible  solu¬ 
tions. 

“In  the  last  couple  of  years  we  have 
seen  a  dramatic  change  in  the  way 
government  operates,”  said  Mayor 
Jenkins.  “It  used  to  be  that  we  could 
'  depend  on  the  federal  government  to 
give  us  lots  of  grants  to  bail  us  out. 

“It’s  difficult  for  a  city  the  size  of 
our  city  to  go  from  $2. 1  million  in  gov¬ 
ernment  sharing  funds  to  zero  in 
three  years  without  having  a  big  im¬ 
pact  on  the  city. 

“Government  has  to  operate  on  the 
same  principles  as  a  business  does,” 
said  Jenkins.  “People  would  like  to 
have  an  increase  in  services  and  a  de¬ 
crease  in  taxes.” 

Jenkins  recommitted  to  his  admin¬ 
istration  goals  which  included  operat¬ 
ing  the  city  on  sound  business  prac¬ 
tices  and  revitalization  plans  of 
downtown  Provo. 

For  the  $20  million  complex  to  be 
successful,  downtown  needs  busi¬ 
nesses  that  will  not  relocate  and 
stores  in  discount  operations  with  no 
high  overhead,  he  said. 

The  city’s  revitalization  choice  was 
to  “let  the  private  sector  do  it  but 


allow  the  government  give  help  to  do 
it.” 

“In  terms  of  the  cities,  the  time 
should  come  when  Provo  and  Orem 
get  to  be  one  city,”  said  Orem  Mayor 
Blaine  Willes.  “A  lot  of  great  things 
could  happen  if  we  combine  some  of 
our  efforts.” 

“An  increase  in  service  and  de¬ 
crease  in  budget  is  not  possible.  As  in 
the  past,  we  wish  to  find  every  way 
we  can  to  increase  efficiency,  but  it 
comes  down  to  the  point  where  we 
have  to  cut  some  things  that  are 
meaningful  to  us  or  increase  taxes.”

Major  obstacles  have  been  over¬ 
come  in  the  space  industry  because  of 
the  talented  staff  at  NASA,  said 
Ronald  D.  Dittemore,  NASA  flight 
director,  in  his  address  to  the  BYU 
College  of  Engineering  and  Technol¬ 
ogy  on  Thursday. 

“We  as  engineers  have  a  great  re¬ 
sponsibility  in  the  space  program,”  he 
said. 

NASA  engineers  are  responsible 
for  making  space  flights  run  smoothly 
and  dealing  with  problems  and  fail¬ 
ures  as  they  arise. 

In  order  to  respond  and  take  appro¬ 
priate  actions  in  space  operations, 
NASA  engineers  must  go  through 
much  of  the  same  training  as  the  as¬ 
tronauts,  said  Dittemore. 

This  training  qualifies  them  to  de¬ 
velop  the  rules,  systems  and  proce¬ 
dures  that  are  then  followed  by  the 
astronauts. 

Dittemore  said  there  is  major  risk 
in  space  flight,  and  that  great  skill  is 
required  to  manage  a  successful  pro¬ 
gram. 

Mistakes  are  fatal  in  the  industry, 
he  said,  citing  the  Challenger  acci¬ 
dent  last  January  as  a  dramatic  conse¬ 
quence  of  failure. 

Although  most  engineers  at  NASA 
are  mechanical,  electrical  or  aeronau¬ 
tical,  all  types  of  engineers  are  essen¬ 
tial  in  the  space  field,  according  to 
Dittemore. 

He  encouraged  a  career  with 
NASA  for  those  interested  in  the 
space  industry,  but  warned  that  a

great  deal  of  dedication  and  skill  is 
required. 

“Space  is  not  for  the  timid  or  the 
weak;  we  need  the  strong  and  the  dar¬ 
ing  in  order  to  open  the  space  frontier 
for  the  future,”  he  said. 

He  urged  students  to  “press  on”  in 
their  aspirations. 

“Don’t  spend  your  life  looking  back 
on  it  and  some  years  later  say  that  you 
should  have  done  this  or  you  should 
have  done  that.” 

Dittemore  listed  the  qualities  that 
engineering  students  should  strive  to 
perfect  to  prepare  themselves  for  the 
job  market.  These  traits  include  disci¬ 
pline,  competence,  confidence,  re¬ 
sponsibility,  toughness  and  team¬ 
work. 

He  said  that  teamwork  was  the 
most  important  tool  in  the  space  envi¬ 
ronment. 

“If  we  don’t  become  good  team 
players,  we  become  good  individual 
players  at  the  sacrifice  of  some  of  our 
team  members.” 

He  further  told  students  to  develop 
good  writing  and  communication 
skills  and  to  “learn  to  be  concise,  accu¬ 
rate,  and  brief.”  These  skills,  he  said, 
will  give  graduates  a  leading  edge 
over  others  in  the  field. 

Two  short  movies  were  shown  dur¬ 
ing  the  lecture  consisting  of  footage  of 
space  shuttle  launching,  landing,  and 
other  shuttle  capabilities.  An  actual 
landing  at  Kennedy  Space  Center  was 
shown  as  filmed  from  the  cockpit  of  a 
shuttle. 

Segments  of  the  space  shuttle  re¬ 
pair  were  shown  while  Dittemore  ex¬ 
plained  the  extensive  preparation 
preceding  the  actual  repair  mission. 
He  said  that  NASA,  often  to  their 
disadvantage,  habitually  makes  very 
difficult  tasks  look  simple. 


Tectonics,  rocks 
topic  of  lecture 

Tectonics  and  the  unique  arrange¬ 
ment  of  rocks  and  layers  of  earth  in 
Canada’s  Hibernia  oilfield  will  be  dis¬ 
cussed  by  a  lecturer  from  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Association  of  Petroleum  Geolo¬ 
gists  at  11  a.m.  Friday  in  245  ESC. 

Canadian  geologist  Anthony  James 
Tankard’s  talk  titled  “Extensional 
Tectonics  and  Stratigraphy  of  The  Hi¬ 
bernia  Oilfield,  Grand  Banks,”  is 
derived  from  an  AAPG  paper  on 
opening  the  Atlantic  Ocean. 

Geologists  are  interested  in  the  Hi¬ 
bernia  oilfield  because  it  provides  a 
good  study  of  continental  rift,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Jim  Baer,  a  professor  of 
petroleum  geology  at  BYU. 

He  said  the  site  is  unique  because  it 
is  the  only  oilfield  on  the  East  Coast. 

Tankard  has  participated  in  several 
stratigraphy  projects  and  is  currently 
the  Exploration  Manager  in  the  Fron¬ 
tier  and  International  Department  of 
Petro-Canada  Resources. 

He  has  written  a  book  and  pre¬ 
sented  more  than  30  papers  to  five 
geological  organizations.

fessor  who  narrates  the  program. 

“Mazuri  is  critical  of  the  involve¬ 
ment  of  outside  political  and  economic 
powers  in  Africa,”  said  Blakely,  who 
added  that  Matzuri’s  oratorical  man¬ 
ner  has  fueled  debate  here. 

“He  is  used  to  saying  things  in  a 
startling  way;  it’s  the  style  of  his  lan¬ 
guage.  He’s  a  poet  saying  things  in 
poetry,  and  it’s  an  African  tradition  to 
use  poetic  speech.” 

Problems  occur,  he  continued, 
when  viewers  have  trouble  differenti¬ 
ating  between  Mazuri’s  opinion  and 
the  opinion  of  the  African  people. 

To  offset  possible  misunderstand¬ 
ing,  the  Blakelys  have  put  together 
readings  for  the  course  they  say  will 
give  alternate  views. 

In  addition,  KB  YU-TV  has  filmed  a 
one-hour  program  titled  “Africa: 
Other  Voices”  because  of  the  critical 
attention  the  documentary  has  re¬ 
ceived,  said  Barbara  A.  Hammond  of 
KB  YU-TV. 

She  said  Matzuri  feels  Africa’s 
problems  stem  from  western  influ¬ 
ence. 

Another  factor  that  contributes  to 
the  show’s  volatility  is  its  producer, 
the  British  Broadcasting  Corpora¬ 
tion. 

Blakely  explained  that  the  British 
style  of  cinematography  differs  from 
what  Americans  are  used  to. 

“When  the  British  get  involved  in 
documentaries,  they  do  so  with  a 
point  of  view,  and  we  are  used  to  doc¬ 
umentaries  with  balance.” 

Despite  all  this,  Blakely  defends 
Mazuri. 

The  course  itself  is  designed  to 
teach  African  culture  from  several 
points  of  view,  he  said.

Guiding  safaris  generates  idea 
for  Zimbabwe  student's  career

Guiding  African  safaris  down  the  Zambezi  river  and 
being  surrounded  by  scenery  from  the  movie  “Out  of 
Africa”  may  sound  like  an  impossible  dream  to  some  peo¬ 
ple,  but  this  is  a  way  of  life  for  one  BYU  student. 

Kevin  Donnelly,  of  Zimbabwe,  Africa,  came  to  BYU 
five  months  ago  with  a  bit  of  apprehension,  but  now  looks 
on  the  experience  as  a  “fresh  start.” 

The  21-year-old  freshman,  majoring  in  pre-veterinary 
medicine,  became  interested  in  his  field  after  guiding 
African  safaris  in  open  canoes  for  about  seven  months. 

“Safaris  are  a  holler  of  fun,”  he  said.  “This  interest  in 
wildlife  led  me  from  leading  safaris  to  pursuing  the  veteri¬ 
nary  path.” 

Donnelly  is  planning  to  work  as  a  small-animal  or 
wildlife  veterinarian  after  he  graduates. 

The  farms  in  Africa,  which  Donnelly  will  travel  between 
to  take  care  of  animals,  are  sometimes  300-to-400  miles 
apart  This  makes  knowledge  of  flying  almost  a  necessity 
for  an  individual  in  that  field  in  his  country. 

“I’m  hoping  to  get  a  private  pilot’s  license  while  I’m  here 
because  it’s  less  expensive,”  he  said. 

While  Donnelly’s  lived  a  different  lifestyle  in  Africa,  he 
now  leads  the  same  type  of  life  that  any  other  BYU 
student  leads. 

As  a  member  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints,  he  mentioned  that  he  is  active  in  his  ward.  “I 
go  out  with  friends  and  date  occasionally,  but  I’ve  been 
accused  of  not  socializing  enough.  ” 

Donnelly  is  also  on  the  BYU  rugby  team  and  studies  hard 


to  maintain  the  3.5  GPA  reguirement  for  graduate  school. 

Intense  studying  is  not  new  to  Donnelly:  Students  in 
Africa  are  encouraged  to  specialize  in  their  educational 
field  at  a  very  early  age.  Donnelly  dropped  all  art -type 
classes  and  began  taking  only  science  classes  at  age  16. 

“They  teach  us  a  lot  about  a  little,”  he  said. 

Because  of  this  specific  way  of  learning,  Donnelly  en¬ 
joys  taking  the  general  education  courses  at  BYU.  “I  like 
learning  a  little  about  everything.” 

Donnelly  served  a  mission  in  Ireland  for  the  LDS 
Church  and  now  looks  to  the  day  when  they  make  Zim¬ 
babwe  a  mission.  “They  may  make  Zimbabwe  a  mission  of 
its  own  because  of  the  great  growth  there,”  he  said. “Mar¬ 
velous  things  have  happened  since  they  started  mission¬ 
ary  work  there  in  1950.” 

“The  Church  has  a  tremendous  quality  of  complement¬ 
ing  any  country  it  goes  to,”  Donnelly  said.  “The  new 
temple  will  be  a  beacon  of  great  faith  and  hope  for  saints  of 
South  Africa.” 

The  members  of  the  Church  in  Africa  respect  and  ad¬ 
mire  the  progress  that  America  plays  in  the  rest  of  the 
world  and  the  patriotic  attitude  Americans  have  for  their 
country,  said  Donnelly. 

When  he  first  drove  into  Provo  from  the  airport,  the 
American  flag  was  one  of  the  first  things  he  noticed.  “Our 
flag  is  flown  solely  at  government  offices,”  he  said. 

While  Donnelly  enjoys  the  freedom  and  patriotism 
here,  he  is  concerned  about  the  situation  in  South  Africa. 

“I  see  no  easy  solution.  People  will  always  disagree,”  he 
said.  “Time  generally  solves  these  problems,  but  I  really 
want  to  see  it  worked  out  best  for  everyone,”  Donnelly 
said.

basketball:  the  domination

What  does  it  feel  like  to  be  domi¬ 
nated?  Ask  members  of  the  New 
Mexico  Lobos  basketball  team. 

The  Cougars  ripped  New  Mexico’s 
game  apart  Thursday  in  the  Marriott 
Center  and  avenged  a  loss  handed 
them  by  the  Lobos  in  Albuquerque 
earlier  this  season,  winning  the  game 
98-73. 

The  domination  began  early  as 
BYU  jumped  out  to  score  the  first 
eight  points  in  the  game,  six  of  them 
on  three  straight  baskets  by  forward 
Jeff  Chatman. 

The  crowd  sensed  early  this  would 
be  one  BYU’s  better  nights,  and 
when  that  happens,  the  other  team 
better  watch  out.  Just  ask  Pitts¬ 
burgh,  a  top  twenty  team  the  Cou¬ 
gars  dismantled  and  humiliated  on 
such  a  night  in  December. 

New  Mexico,  which  beat  BYU  102- 
89  two  weeks  ago,  was  rudely  intro-' 
duced  into  the  world  of  rebounding 
last  night  as  this  section  of  the  domi¬ 


nation  saw  the  Cougars  better  their 
opponents  by  more  than  a  two  to  one 
margin.  Rebounding  score  —  BYU 
46,  UNM  21. 

Cougar  center  Tom  Gneiting  pulled 
down  13  rebounds  all  by  himself, 
which  earned  the  praise  of  New  Mex¬ 
ico  Coach  Gary  Colson. 

“I  thought  their  team  rebounding 
was  awesome.  Gneiting  nearly  outre- 
bounded  our  whole  team,”  Colson 
said. 

The  Lobos  attempted  a  domination 
of  sorts  in  the  first  half  by  holding 
BYU’s  leading  scorer,  Michael  Smith, 
to  just  four  points.  But  the  sophomore 
forward  came  alive  in  the  second  half 
to  score  21  points. 

■  Smith  scorched  the  net  with  four  of 
BYU’s  first  six  baskets  in  the  second 
half,  three  of  which  were  three- 
pointers. 

New  Mexico’s  scoring  threats, 
WAC-leading  Hunter  Greene  and 
Kelvin  Scarborough,  who  each  score 
more  than  20  points  per  game  on  the 
average,  were  held  in  check  with  16 
and  18  points,  respectively. 


In  the  battle  of  the  big  men,  the 
score  was  Smith  25,  Scarborogh  18, 
Greene  16. 

Overall,  BYU  shot  a  sparkling  58 
percent  from  the  field,  including  a  siz¬ 
zling  75  percent  in  the  second  half. 
New  Mexico  made  a  respectable  50.8 
percent  of  their  field  goals,  but  again 
it  was  short  of  BYU’s  efforts. 

Smith  had  a  feeling  this  game 
would  be  different  from  the  last  time 
these  two  met.  “We  felt  it  all  day  —  all 
week.  I  knew  inside.  We  had  great 
practices  all  week.  We  all  felt  it  in  the 
warm  ups  and  the  crowd  was  behind 
us,”  he  said. 

Besides  Smith,  the  Cougars  were 
aided  in  the  victory  by  double  digit 
scoring  from  teammates  Brian  Tay¬ 
lor,  18,  Chatman,  14,  and  Gneiting 
with  13  points. 

Saturday  the  Cougars  will  host  the 
UTEP  Miners  in  a  3  p.m.  game.  Sev¬ 
eral  former  BYU  football  players  will 
be  honored  at  that  game,  including 
Robbie  Bosco,  Steve  Young,  Via 
Sikahema,  Todd  Christensen,  and 
about  15  others.

Former  UCLA  coach  Wooden 
says  no  shortcuts  to  hard  work

OGDEN,  Utah  (AP)  —  Former 
UCLA  basketball  coach  John 
Wooden,  who  led  the  Bruins  to  10 
national  championships  before  retir¬ 
ing,  says  peace  of  mind  and  hard  work 
are  the  key  to  success  in  sports. 

Wooden,  whose  proteges  included 
Kareem  Abdul  Jabbar  and  Bill  Wal¬ 
ton,  told  Weber  State  College  stu¬ 
dents  Thursday  that  the  building 
blocks  for  success  begin  with  industri¬ 
ousness  and  enthusiasm. 

The  prevailing  notion  that  success 
means  total  points  scored  and  the  best 
win-loss  record  makes  him  uncom¬ 
fortable,  he  said. 


“I  didn’t  like  that  method  of  mea¬ 
suring.  I  didn’t  think  it  was  valid,” 
said  Wooden,  who  also  coached  WSC 
head  basketball  coach  Larry  Farmer. 

having  peace  of  mind  and  knowing 
goals  have  been  attained  by  doing 
one’s  best  is  real  success,  he  said. 

“There  is  absolutely  no  shortcut  to 
hard  work,”  Wooden  said.  “You  have 
to  like  what  you’re  doing.  You  have  to 
enjoy  what  you’re  doing.” 

Other  building  blocks  include  con¬ 
ditioning,  skill,  team  spirit,  self  con¬ 
trol,  alertness,  initiative,  loyalty, 
poise  and  confidence,  said  Wooden.

!  “It’s  not  a  criminal  prosecution,” 
arris  said.  “We  can  go  up  and  nego- 
igte  whatever  needs  to  be  done,  or 
ave  ^  hearing  where  you  go  in  and 
ontest  everything.  I  intend  to  inves- 
igate  it  fully  and  then  make  an  intelli- 
ent  decision  on  what  to  do.” 

Two  weeks  ago,  Pratley  was 
barged  in  8th  Circuit  Court  with  fail- 
ig  to  maintain  proper  federal  drug 
(voices  and  failure  to  fill  out  Drug 
inforcement  Administration  order 
irms  when  ordering  Percodan,  an 
ddictive  painkiller. 

The  petition,  filed  Wednesday,  also 
lieges  Pratley  employed  an  assistant 
’ho  aided  him  in  surgery,  saw  pa¬ 
tents  independently  and  improperly 
rescribed  drugs  in  the  doctor’s 
ame.  Another  assistant  signed  the 

factor’s  name  on  narcotic  prescrip- 
ions,  the  complaint  says, 
i,  .  The  allegations  claim  that  on  Oct.  1, 
77  ^  983,  following  BYU’s  37-35  victory 
U CLA,  Pratley  “threw  a  handful  of 
i  'ercodan  indiscriminately  across  the 
lane  for  anyone  to  use  that  was  so 
iclined.” 

Most  team  physicians  evaluate  an 
thlete’s  injury  before  prescribing 
rugs,  commented  Don  Kaverman, 
ead  athletic  trainer  at  San  Diego 
i  tate. 

It  would  be  an  “irresponsible”  act  if 
doctor  gave  medication  without  first 
raluating  the  situation,  he  added. 

“I  have  never  seen  any  individual 
talking  around  passing  out  medica- 
ion,”  said  Kaverman. 

The  petition  alleges  that  on  various 
ccasions,  mostly  early  last  year, 
Hatley  prescribed  Percodan  “and 
ther  controlled  substances”  to  BYU 
iotball  players  Trevor  Molini,  Steve 
anders,  J.C.  VonColln,  Jeff  Wilcox, 
ad  Bruce  Hansen  when  he  knew 
ther  physicians  responsible  for  their 
ire  had  refused  to  prescribe  Perco- 
an  to  them. 


Three  of  those  players  —  Molini,. 
Sanders  and  VonColln  —  were  ar¬ 
rested  later  that  year  on  charges  deal¬ 
ing  with  obtaining  controlled  sub¬ 
stances  and  were  treated  at  Utah 
Valley  Regional  Medical  Center  for 
addiction  to  Percodan.  The  three 
were  among  four  players  accused  last 
year  in  the  altering  or  forging  of  drug 
prescriptions. 

Pratley  left  BYU  in  June  1985  after 
what  he  termed  “philosophical  differ¬ 
ences”  with  the  athletic  department. 

The  petition  also  states  Pratley  also 
prescribed  Dexedrine,  an  am¬ 
phetamine,  to  all-conference  receiver 
Glen  Kozlowski  “when  Kozlowski  had 
no  medical  condition  to  justify  the 
prescriptions.” 

In  almost  every  instance,  the  peti¬ 
tion  claims,  the  doctor  prescribed  the 
drugs  in  excessive  doses. 

The  petition  claims  he  wrote  a  num¬ 
ber  of  prescriptions  of  drugs  to  Danny 
Plater,  a  former  BYU  football  player, 
who  was  a  medical  student  at  UCLA 
at  the  time. 

Plater  served  as  an  assistant  coach 
during  the  1985  and  1986  seasons, 
said  BYU  Public  Communications  Di¬ 
rector  Paul  Richards. 

The  charges  also  claim  Adrian 
Plater,  Danny  Plater’s  wife,  received 
excessive  quantities  of  Dexedrine  for 
weight  control  from  the  doctor,  and 
that  Plater  also  received  prescrip¬ 
tions  of  drugs  from  Pratley  that  he 
passed  on  either  to  his  wife  or  French. 

Plater,  who  is  leaving  BYU  to  take 
an  assistant  coaching  job  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  New  Mexico,  was  out  of 
town  Thursday.  However,  his  wife 
denied  she  or  her  husband  received 
either  excessive  or  unnecessary  pre¬ 
scriptions. 

“I’d  just  had  a  baby  and  he  just 
gave  me  a  couple  of  prescriptions,” 
Mrs.  Plater  said.  “And  with  Dan’s  in¬ 
volvement,  a  few  years  back  he  was 
playing  football  for  the  Chicago  Bears 


and  was  diagnosed  with  a  pituitary 
tumor  and  that  was  his  reason  for  get¬ 
ting  a  prescription  for  painkillers.” 

“He  wasn’t  abusing  drugs  or  any¬ 
thing.  He  really  needed  them  for 
headaches,”  she  said.  Mrs.  Plater  also 
said  it  was  not  true  that  her  husband 
passed  drugs  or  prescriptions  along  to 
others. 

BYU  football  Coach  LaVell  Ed¬ 
wards  was  on  an  out-of-state  recruit¬ 
ing  trip  Thursday  and  also  unavail¬ 
able  for  comment. 

Richards  said  he  did  not  expect  the 
petition  to  result  in  disciplinary  action 
against  students,  but  said  the  matter 
would  be  investigated  and,  “We’ll 
probably  beef  up  our  (drug)  testing 
procedures. 


Dual  women’s  meets  against  Colo¬ 
rado  State  and  Wyoming  in  Provo  this 
week  should  give  the  HCAC  defend¬ 
ing  champion  Cougars  an  assessment 
of  the  major  competition  within  the 
conference. 

In  the  past  six  years  either  Colo¬ 
rado  State  or  BYU  has  been  the  con¬ 
ference  champion.

ATLANTA  (AP)  —  The  estate  of 
Margaret  Mitchell,  author  of  “Gone 
With  the  Wind,”  is  working  with  a 
New  York  literary  agent  on  an  autho¬ 
rized  novel  continuing  the  story  of 
Scarlett  and  Rhett. 

The  book  could  be  published  as  soon 
as  next  year,  and  a  sequel  to  the 
blockbuster  1939  movie  is  likely  to 
follow,  said  T.  Hal  Clarke,  an  Atlanta 
attorney  who  sits  on  a  committee  that 
represents  the  Mitchell  estate. 

Clarke  said  Thursday  Stephens 
Mitchell,  the  author’s  brother,  reluc¬ 
tantly  agreed  before  his  death  in  1983 
the  Mitchell  family  must  proceed  with 
a  sequel,  even  though  it  would  go 
against  his  sister’s  wishes. 

Stephens,  a  real  estate  attorney, 
knew  if  the  family  did  not  act,  a  flood 
of  unauthorized  sequels  would  be  re¬ 
leased  when  the  novel’s  copyright  ex¬ 
pires  in  2011,  Clarke  said. 

Margaret  Mitchell,  who  died  in 
1949  at  age  48,  probably  would  sup¬ 
port  the  decision  “in  light  of  the 
present-day  circumstances,”  he  said. 

Clarke  and  the  two  other  attorneys 
on  the  committee  have  engaged  the 
William  Morris  Agency  to  search  for  a 
novelist  to  write  the  sequel. 

They  hope  to  reach  a  decision  on  a 
writer  within  a  few  weeks,  he  said. 
Selection  of  a  publisher  would  follow, 
and  Clarke  said  it  may  take  a  year  to 
get  the  book  in  print. 


By  contrast,  Margaret,  a  former 
reporter  for  the  Atlanta  Journal  Sun¬ 
day  Magazine,  took  10  years  to  com¬ 
plete  the  book,  the  only  one  she  pub¬ 
lished. 

“Gone  With  the  Wind”  fans  will 
have  to  wait  a  while  to  learn  whether 
Scarlett  and  Rhett,  whose  rocky  mar¬ 
riage  ended  in  separation  at  the  con¬ 
clusion  of  the  novel,  are  reunited  in 
the  sequel. 

Clarke  said  he  had  not  discussed 
the  plot  with  the  agency,  although  the 
committee  and  the  surviving  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Mitchell  family,  Stephens 
Mitchell’s  two  sons,  will  review  pro¬ 
posed  plots  before  publication.  He 
said  no  title  had  been  chosen. 

More  than  25  million  copies  of 
“Gone  With  the  Wind”  have  been  pub¬ 
lished  in  27  languages,  making  it  one 
of  the  best-known  works  in  American 
fiction.  The  Civil  War  saga  won  a 
Pulitzer  Prize  for  the  author  in  1937. 

Margaret  rejected  suggestions  that 
she  write  a  sequel.  Many  others  have 
attempted  to  do  so,  but  “they  were 
unauthorized  and  were  not  allowed,” 
Clarke  said. 

Shortly  before  Stephens’  death,  he 
entered  a  legal  battle  with  MGM,  dis¬ 
tributor  of  the  1939  David  0.  Selznick 
film,  over  rights  to  a  film  sequel.  A 
federal  court  ruled  in  1984  the  family 
held  sole  rights  to  any  sequel,  and  the 
ruling  was  upheld  on  appeal. 


1,002.5  pesos  =  one  dollar 


MEXICO  CITY  (AP)  —  The  peso, 
worth  26  to  the  dollar  five  years  ago, 
was  expected  to  break  the  1,000-to- 
the-dollar  mark  when  banks  reopened 
today. 

A  spokesman  for  the  central  bank, 
the  Bank  of  Mexico,  said  the  rate  was 
expected  to  open  Friday  at  1,002.5 
pesos  to  the  dollar. 

In  Mexico  City,  bank-owned  ex¬ 
change  houses  ended  business 
Wednesday  offering  987  pesos  for 
those  wanting  to  exchange  a  dollar  on 


the  free  market  and  demanding  997 
pesos  for  those  wanting  to  buy  one. 

The  government-regulated  rate 
stood  at  992.4  pesos  to  the  dollar  for 
commercial  transactions. 

The  controlled  rate,  which  is  set 
daily  by  the  central  bank  and  com¬ 
mercial  bankers,  is  used  in  about  80 
percent  of  commercial  transactions. 

Weakened  by  soaring  foreign  debt 
and  inflation,  the  peso  in  1982  sank 
from  26  to  the  dollar  to  149,  in  ‘84  it 
went  to  210,  and  ended  ‘86  at  920.

Great  crate  caper  continues

If  a  local  dairy  official’s  guess  is  right,  some  Helaman 
Halls  residents  may  have  done  their  part  to  raise  Utah 
milk  prices,  and  University  Police  are  doing  their  part  to 
bring  them  back  down. 

“The  expense  incurred  to  replace  stolen  or  missing 
milk  crates  is  reflected  in  higher  Utah  milk  prices,”  said 
Meadow  Gold  route  manager  Kim  Dangerfield. 

According  to  University  Police,  approximately  850 
milk  crates  have  been  confiscated  and  more  are  found 
each  day. 

Dangerfield  said  the  confiscated  crates  total  more  than 

$6,000. 

University  Police  were  able  to  recover  over  700  stolen 
crates  from  Helaman  Halls  Tuesday.  Custodians  called 
the  police  to  come  and  pick  up  10  crates  found  in  one  of 
the  hall’s  bathrooms.  When  the  students  saw  the  police 
collecting  the  crates,  they  thought  it  was  a  raid  and 
began  emptying  their  rooms  of  any  they  might  have. 

“Crates  were  coming  from  everywhere,”  said  Mike 
Calvin,  senior  detective  for  University  Police. 


“Today  we  found  crates  all  over  Heritage  Halls  and 
Deseret  Towers.” 

The  majority  of  confiscated  crates  are  owned  by  the 
Meadow  Gold  Dairy,  located  in  Orem.  BYU,  Western 
and  KDK  Dairies  also  owned  some  of  the  returned 
crates. 

Joyce  Michie,  manager  of  a  local  7-11  that  has  a  prob¬ 
lem  with  crates  being  stolen,  said  that  she  has  sat  outside 
the  store  and  watched  people  load  their  cars  with  the 
crates. 

“Our  store  is  not  accommodated  with  the  room  to  store 
the  crates  inside,  but  leaving  them  out  increases  the 
chance  of  them  being  stolen.” 

According  to  Dangerfield,  a  driver  would  deliver  50 
crates  to  the  7-11  and  only  pick  15  up.  “Over  30  crates  a 
week  were  missing,”  he  said. 

Stealing  a  crate  is  a  class  C  misdemeanor  with  a  maxi¬ 
mum  penalty  of  confinement  for  90  days  and/or  a  fine  of 
$500. 

“The  University  Police  want  to  aid  the  dairies  in  relo¬ 
cating  the  stolen  crates,”  said  Chief  of  Police  Robert 
Kelshaw. 

During  the  next  week,  Meadow  Gold  has  agreed  not  to 
prosecute  anyone  in  possession  of  their  crates.

President  Reagan  celebrates  his  76th 
as  cake  looks  like  torchlight  parade 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  President 
Reagan  has  probably  used  his  age  as 
joke  fodder  more  than  anybody  since 
Jack  Benny.  In  fact,  he’s  embellished 
on  Benny’s  most  enduring  joke  so  of¬ 
ten  that  he  can  claim  on  his  birthday 
Friday  that  he  is  39  for  the  37th  time. 

“I’m  beginning  to  notice,”  Reagan 
said  at  a  state  dinner  last  year,  “that 
every  time  they  bring  out  my  birth¬ 
day  cake,  the  top  of  it  is  beginning  to 
look  more  and  more  like  a  torchlight 
parade.” 

«  Reagan,  who  loves  nothing  more 
than  telling  a  good  story,  turns  76  on 
Friday  and  it  seems  appropriate  to 
recall  what  he’s  said  about  aging  over 


the  last  few  years. 

In  his  State  of  the  Union  message 
last  month,  Reagan  departed  from  his 
prepared  text  to  say:  “I  am  delighted 
you  are  celebrating  the  100th  birth¬ 
day  of  the  Congress.  It’s  always  a 
pleasure  to  congratulate  someone 
with  more  birthdays  than  I’ve  had.” 

A  favorite  Reagan  line  with  young 
people  begins,  “When  I  was  about 
your  age,  if  you  can  take  your  minds 
back  that  far ...”  and  he  reserves  this 
one  for  Republicans:  “You  know,  I’ve 
already  lived  some  20  years  longer 
than  my  life  expectancy  when  I  was 
born.  And  that’s  been  a  source  of  an¬ 
noyance  to  a  number  of  people.”

BYU  students  and  the  U.S.  Sen¬ 
ate  favor  changing  the  national 
speed  limit  from  55  to  65  on  rural 
highways,  but  the  proposal  must  still 
be  passed  by  the  House. 

Tuesday,  the  Senate  voted  to  al¬ 
low  states  to  raise  the  speed  limit  on 
rural  highways  with  a  65-to-33  mar¬ 
gin,  with  significant  backing  from 
senators  from  Western  and  sparsely 
populated  states. 

There  is  continuing  concern 
among  its  backers  that  the  amend¬ 
ment  may  not  become  law  because  of 
House  opposition  to  tampering  with 
the  nation’s  55  mph  speed  limit. 

Despite  the  charges  that  raising 
the  limit  would  increase  death  and 
disabling  injuries  on  Utah’s  high¬ 
ways,  BYU  students  favor  changing 
the  national  speed  limit  from  55  to  65 
on  rural  interstates. 

An  informal  survey  of  50  BYU  stu¬ 
dents  shows  94  percent  favor  in¬ 
creasing  the  speed  limit.  Whereas, 
Gallup  Polls  have  shown  Americans 
consistantly  favor  keeping  the  speed 
limit  at  55. 

“I  favor  changing  the  speed  limit 
because  there  are  certain  states,  like 
Utah,  where  a  high  speed  limit 
would  be  appropriate,”  said  BYU 
student  Dean  Cloward  of  Salt  Lake 
City,  a  finance  and  Korean  major.  “I 
have  traveled  through  many  states 
where  it  would  be  safe  to  travel  at  a 
higher  speed.” 

Now  the  proposal  needs  to  be 
passed  by  the  House  to  give  the 
states  the  right  to  increase  their 


favor  65  mph  limit 


“I  don’t  know  the  exact  wording  of 
the  proposal,  but  if  it  passes  the 
House  each  state  will  have  the  right 
to  increase  the  states  speed  limit, 
but  each  state  has  to  pass  its  own 
law,”  said  Sgt.  Richard  Hall,  Utah 
Highway  Patrol.  “Utah  and  the 
Western  states  will  pass  easier  than 
the  states  back  East  with  heavier 
traffic  flow.” 

The  proposal  was  sponsored  by 
Idaho’s  Sen.  Steven  Symms,  who  is 
backed  by  President  Reagan.  The 
Senate  measure  would  allow  states 
to  raise  speeds  on  rural  interstates. 

“Rural  interstates,  of  course,  are 
anything  out  of  the  urban  areas,” 
said  Hall.  “Areas  like  south  of  San- 
taquin  or  through  Southern  Utah 


where  there  are  small  towns  and  less 
traffic.” 

The  nation  wide  55  mph  limit  was 
set  by  congress  12  years  ago  as  a 
fuel-saving  measure  in  the  war  of  the 
Arab  oil  embargo.  With  lines  at  the 
pumps  all  but  forgotten,  proponents 
of  the  55  mph  speed  limit  at  now  cite 
safety  as  their  chief  concern. 

Highway  fatalities  dropped  by  15 
percent  after  the  lower  speed  limit 
went  into  effect.  According  to  high¬ 
way  safety  officials,  Utah’s  percent¬ 
age  dropped  twice  the  national  rate. 
With  361  fatalities  in  1973  and  228  in 
1974,  Utah’s  highway  fatality  rate 
dropped  37  percent. 

“Only  one  state  dropped  more 
than  Utah,”  said  John  Bame,  public 
information  officer  for  highway 
safety.  “We  did  drop  quite  a  bit,  but 
there  are  some  that  would  argue  it 
wasn’t  solely  due  to  the  lower  limit; 
we  also  had  a  drop  in  the  overall 
mileage  traveled.” 

Fifty-five  is  an  “unrealistic  limit  in 
rural  areas”  where  “80  to  90  percent” 
of  the  drivers  exceed  the  speed  limit, 
said  Sen.  Phil  Gramm,  R-Texas, dur¬ 
ing  Tuesday’s  debate. 

Enforcing  the  speed  limit  is  a 
waste  of  police  effort  that  could  be 
better  used  by  keeping  drunks  off 
the  road,  he  said. 

“I  feel  it  is  necessary  to  continue 
patrolling  speed.  Speed  not  only  con¬ 
tributes  to  the  seriousness  of  the  ac¬ 
cident  but  the  extra  speed  com¬ 
pounds  the  amount  of  injury,”  said 
Hall.  “Many  accidents  could  be  pre¬ 
vented  if  the  driver  had  the  ability  to 
stop  in  a  shorter  distance.  The  faster 
you  go  the  longer  it  takes  to  stop.” 


Seminar  teaches  howto  prevent  rape 

Sexual  assaults  rapidly  increasing

In  1985,  rape  occurred  in  the  United  States  on  the 
average  of  six  times  a  minute  and  increased  16  percent  in 
1986. 

Because  of  this  growing  problem  throughout  the  nation, 
the  University  Police  and  ASBYU  have  begun  to  provide 
a  one-hour  seminar  dealing  with  the  problem  of  sexual 
assault. 

“We  are  a  police  agency  that  is  interested  in  preventing 
crimes.  We  want  to  provide  information  to  prevent  stu¬ 
dents  from  becoming  victims,”  said  Paul  Bringhurst, 
crime  prevention  specialist  for  the  University  Police. 

Although  there  has  not  been  a  reported  rape  on  campus 
for  many  years  and  the  crime  of  rape  is  much  lower  in 
Utah  than  nationally,  Bringhurst  feels  it  is  important  to 
educate  the  students  about  it  because  the  information  can 
be  valuable  elsewhere. 

“We  think  that  the  information  is  important  and  we 
want  students  to  know  that  the  seminar  is  available,”  said 
Bringhurst. 

“It  is  so  important  for  students  to  be  aware.  So  many 
students  have  the  attitude  that  nothing  will  happen  to 
them  and  that  nothing  will  happen  here,”  said  ASBYU

According  to  Bringhurst,  one  out  of  three  victims  of 
rape  are  repeat  victims.  To  help  lessen  the  chances  of 
women  becoming  victims  again  or  for  the  first  time, 
women  need  to  be  better  educated  about  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  rape. 

“In  the  seminar,  we  spend  time  talking  about  rape,  how 
to  avoid  rape  and  what  to  do  when  raped.  We  teach  the 
women  to  handle  every  situation  differently  depending  on 
the  rapist,”  he  said. 

The  seminar  teaches  the  students  to  always  maintain 
some  degree  of  control  and  wait  for  the  proper  time  to  take 
action  if  the  situation  arises,  said  Bringhurst. 

“Although  the  unexpected  sometimes  works,  we  tell 
the  students  not  to  do  anything  that  would  make  them 
worse  off  than  before,”  said  Bringhurst. 

According  to  Bringhurst,  there  are  five  people  qualified 
to  conduct  the  seminars.  The  officers  are  trained  in  both 
dealing  with  rape  situations  and  seminars  and  in  the  inves¬ 
tigation  of  a  rape. 

Ninety  percent  of  the  women  who  are  victims  of  rape 
know  their  attacker,  according  to  FBI  reports.  Because  of 
these  statistics,  the  seminar  deals  with  issues  of  acquain¬ 
tance  rape  and  date  rape,  Bringhurst  said. 

“Rape  victims  don’t  report  their  rape  for  several  rea¬ 
sons.  Usually  there  is  an  emotional  relationship  with  the 
rapist,  as  in  the  case  of  an  acquaintance  rape,”  he  said.
